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Quick historical note: In the 1992 publication 
from the Mattapoisett Historical Society Walking Tours 
of Mattapoisett penned by Francis Rowlands, the YMCA 
building was once a restaurant named the Shining Tides. 

The bike path bridge took months to design and 
even longer to be vetted by the Conservation Commission 
and Planning Board, given the sensitive and jurisdictional 
spaces that would ultimately be impacted by construction. 
But the town and the supporters of the bike path leaned 
in with money and invested time pursuing grants and 
a commitment from the Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation in the form of money and construction 
responsibility. 

When White Construction was hired by 
MassDOT to complete the bike path’s Phase 1b, all eyes 
were aimed not on the construction itself but on the 
“when” this phase would be opened for all to enjoy. Alas, 
trouble in the form of defective bridge planking was 
discovered, bringing the slow but steady progress (due to 
the pandemic) to a grinding halt. Now some eight months 
since that discovery, a resolution to the planking issue has 
been offered by the state and accepted by Mattapoisett. 

A recent meeting between MassDOT, its 
engineering partners and Mattapoisett Select Board 
Chairman Jordon Collyer and Town Administrator Mike 
Lorenco was virtually held on November 23. MassDOT’s 
team presented the town with four options geared to 
resolve the issue of defective bridge planking. During the 
November 22 meeting of the Select Board, Collyer had 
commented, “I intend to hold their feet to the fire to get 
what we want.” He also hoped that once a resolution was 
in play, additional substantial delays could be avoided. 

In a follow-up with Collyer, he said that really 
only one option was viable in his view. That option was 
to use planking (a laminated wood product designed for 
outdoor exposed conditions) 18 inches wide and 5 inches 
thick with supports affixed to the underside of each 
plank. The failed material is thinner and wider and uses a

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different support mechanism. 

A letter affirming the town’s acceptance of that 
option was to be sent immediately to the state. Collyer 
cautioned that supply-chain issues may come into play, 
but that agreement to concurrent construction processes 
may help to compress any further delays. 

No one is ready to give an opening date estimate 
for this much anticipated recreational space but with a 
resolution now accepted by the town progress of a sort 
has been made. 


Hovan Scheduled for Bench Trial

Southcoast Health President and CEO Keith 
Hovan has a Monday, December 20, bench trial at 
Wareham District Court, where he is scheduled to answer 
to charges of Domestic Assault and Battery stemming 
from a November 6 arrest at his Rochester home. 

Hovan’s New Bedford-based attorney, 
Christopher Markey, was reached by The Wanderer 
following his client’s November 24 scheduled appearance 
for pre-trial hearing but declined comment. 

Hovan, 59, pleaded not guilty at his November 8 
arraignment. The healthcare executive announced shortly 
after the arrest that he would temporarily step away from 
his job to spare Southcoast Health’s multi-hospital staff 
any further distraction. 

Massachusetts General Law Chapter 265, Section 
13A Domestic Assault and Battery states: “Whoever 
commits an assault or an assault and battery upon 
another shall be punished by imprisonment for not more 
than 2 1/2 years in a house of correction or by a fine of not 
more than $1,000.” 

The arrest by Rochester Police occurred late on 
the first Saturday night of November after an emergency 
call made by a woman at the home. 

Officers Brendan Emberg and Scott Smith filed 
Narrative of Patrol reports after responding in separate

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police vehicles to a 911 call of a domestic situation. Marion 
Police officers supported shortly thereafter. 

According to their reports, Hovan exited the 
house smelling of alcohol and an apparently bloody arm. 
Emberg’s report quoted him to say, “It was me, I did it, 
my arm hit ... in the face.” 

The victim of the alleged assault, the woman 
who also made the 911 call, had a red facial mark later 
observed by Emberg to evolve into a bruise. 

According to the reports, both Hovan and the 
victim said they had argued while watching TV, and the 
disagreement escalated after the victim began writing in 
a journal. Hovan told officers accidental contact while 
arguing over the journal caused the cuts on his arm. The 
victim called the incident “just a stupid argument” and 
was visibly upset at Hoven’s arrest. 

Released early the next morning, Hovan was 
advised by the state Department of Children and Families 
to stay away from his home, seeing as juveniles were 
present. Given the option to return home pending the 
victim’s approval, Hovan told DCF he would stay on his 
boat, according to the reports. 

Hours after the arrest, Rochester Police returned 
to Hovan’s residence and seized a large collection of 
firearms and approximately 19,500 rounds of ammunition.

That led to an additional charge of illegal possession of a 
large-capacity magazine. While Hovan’s license to carry 
firearms was suspended, guns were not involved in the 
incident, according to police reports. 


Single Tax Rate Approved 
Marion Select Board 
By Mick Colageo 

Pat DeCosta, the chair of Marion’s Board of 
Assessors, and Associate Assessor Linda Dessert appeared 
before the Select Board during the latter’s November 23 
meeting to continue a Classification Hearing originally 
opened on November 16. 

“Tt would be a real burden on the business to 
split the tax rate, and the Board (of Assessors) would 
recommend a single tax rate,” said DeCosta, noting that 
Marion’s property is 93 percent residential. 

In referring to a spread sheet provided the Select 
Board members by Dessert, Town Administrator Jay 
McGrail explained that a split tax rate would provide only 
limited benefit to residential taxpayers but, at the same 
time, prove devastating to business owners in town. 

The spreadsheet displayed averages for homes 
valued at $200,000, $300,000 and $400,000. 

A $400,000 home would be taxed $4,340 in a 
single-rate scenario and $4,180 in a split-rate scenario, 
an annual savings of $160. But a $400,000 business that 
would be taxed $4,340 in a single-rate scenario would pay 
$6,512 in a split-rate scenario, a negative swing of $2.172. 

The split-rate hit on a $300,000 business would 
be $4,884 (a $1,629 difference), and the split-rate hit on a 
$200,000 business would be $3,256 (a $1,086 difference). 
Split-rate property tax on a $300,000 home would save 
that property owner $120, and the owner of a $200,000 
home would pay $80 less. 

The spreadsheet gave added real examples. 

The Marion General Store, valued at $735,800, 
would pay $7,983.43 in annual property tax in a single-

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rate system but $11,978,82 in a split-rate system, a 
$3,995.39 difference. 

Burr Bros. Inc., a boat company valued at 
$9,601,810, would pay $104,179.63 via single rate but 
$156,317.46 via the split rate, a difference of $52,137.83. 

“I’m good with (the single tax rate), we want to 


encourage businesses, not chase them out of Marion,” 
said Select Board member John Waterman, whose 
background is in finance. 

Select Board member Randy Parker noticed that 
the tax rate also dropped to $10.85 per $1,000, a decrease 
from $11.32. DeCosta said it is a 4.2 percent decrease from 
last year. 

“We've come down in two years almost a whole 
dollar,” said McGrail. 

Waterman identified overrides coming off, and 
McGrail said values are also going up. 

Noting the hard work put in during the days 
leading up to Thanksgiving, Parker applauded the 
Assessors for “getting it done.” 

Waterman echoed Parker’s sentiment and the 
Select Board voted unanimously to accept the single-tax 
rate. 

In other business, the board voted to approve a 
Common Victualler License for Harriet’s Catering, which 
has reopened at 7 Cottage Street, the former location of 
Sweet Pea Kitchen. The license is good for the rest of 2021. 

McGrail said Harriet’s, which already had official 
approval from the Board of Health, will also appear on 
the Select Board’s next agenda for its 2022 approval.

Marot Selected As New Building Director 
Mattapoisett Select Board

On November 23 the Mattapoisett Select Board 
met with the three finalists vying for the open position of 
Director of Inspectional Services. This critical job vacancy 
had been held for decades by Andy Bobola, who has 
retired, leaving it was up to the Select Board with the 
assistance of Town Administrator Mike Lorenco to fill the 
position. 

The three finalists were Scott Shippey, a Wareham 
resident currently employed by the Town of Marion 
as building commissioner, James Marot of Lakeville, 
currently employed by the Town of Acushnet as building 
commissioner, and Stephen Brodo, a Mattapoisett resident 
working as his town’s assistant building inspector since 
2016. 

When it came time to deliberate who was their 
pick for the job, the Select Board members seemed to each 
favor a different candidate. But, in the end, they agreed 
to offer the job to Marot. The appointment is contingent 
upon successful negotiations. 

Each candidate was given five minutes to share 
with the Select Board reasons why they wanted the job 
and why they believed their qualifications made them 
the right candidate for hire. Following that narrative, the 
Select Board members and Lorenco took turns posing the 
same battery of questions. 

Each prospect was asked to address his 
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familiarity with geographic information systems (GIS), 
provide an example of when his eye for detail aided 

a particular situation, the ability to handle employee 
management and/or property-owner issues including 
difficult scenarios, knowledge of FEMA regulations, 
conflicts of interest, ability to collaborate with other 
town departments, and knowledge of Green Community 
initiatives. 

The candidates were also asked what are the 
top two things that they would do immediately if hired. 
There were times during the 30-minute interview process 
where other questions were posed, but in general the 
questioning was uniform. 

Shippey noted his 36 years in the construction 
industry and since 2010 as building inspector for the 
Town of Marion, 13 years as Marion’s fire inspector and 
his carpentry skills. He responded that he is not currently 
working with GIS systems but believes they provide 
easier access to the permitting process. Regarding his 
ability to work with other town departments, Shippey 
commented that board members sometimes do not agree 
due to their “passion” and that there have been occasions 
when his interjections have steered board members away 
from potential violations of state Open Meeting Law. 

Asked about dealing with the public, Shippey 
confessed that “my life has been threatened,” and said 
remaining calm is necessary. “If a situation can’t be 
diffused, then end the conversation,” he said. Shippey 
noted his familiarity with Green Communities, given that 
Marion embraced the programming several years ago. 
The top two things he said he would do immediately if 
hired were a review permit fee structures and the use of 
computer programs for permitting. 

Brodo began his narrative by sharing that he was 
enlisted in the Navy for 26 years and has always wanted 
to be part of “something bigger than myself.” He stated 
that he enjoys “being the guy,” the go-to decision maker. 
Brodo said he has been in the community for 16 years and 
wants to give back to the town after years of “caring for 
the nation.” He said he has a working knowledge of GIS 
systems. Regarding his eye for detail, he responded he has 
to be aware of all details, saying he has a background in 
mechanical engineering. 

Of his ability to work with difficult people 
or situations, Brodo said that in the past he had been 
challenged doing what he termed “verbal judo.” In the 
end, however, talking things through, explaining why 
things had to be a certain way, worked. “In the Navy 
there are rules of engagement — I don’t want to shoot.” 
Brodo said talking things through rather than going to 
court is important. Although not fully versed on Green 
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Community programs (Mattapoisett will be pursuing 
this program in the coming months), Brodo believes such 
programs are beneficial to the country as a whole. 

Marot said he has been a building commissioner 
for 17 years and believes that, with his qualifications, 

“T have something to offer.” He said he is presently 

using GIS systems and agrees with the benefit that such 
programming provides, especially during the recent 
pandemic. He was asked about his ability to work with 
elected and appointed board members. Marot said he 
would sit down with board members to review bylaws, 
sharing that when he started in Acushnet things operated 
on the “old boy” system, something he had to turn 
around during his tenure. 

Marot said he is deeply familiar with FEMA 
regulations. He shared that he believes as a building 
director one acts as an “ambassador” of the town so that, 
if confronted with difficult situations such as not passing 
something during field inspections, problems can be 
solved “by talking things turned out.” 

He said his first job is safety, second is enforcing 
bylaws, and third is being an ambassador for the town. 

As the board continued its interview, Marot 
explained his deep involvement with Old Colony 
Regional Vocational-Technical High School through 
various projects in Acushnet. He has been a member of 
the school’s Advisory Board, as well as its use of Green 
Community opportunities. 

Board member Jodi Bauer believed Marot could 
easily transition into the position, saying, “he brings a 
lot to the table,” including such as knowledge of Green 
Community programs and a tight relationship with Old 
Colony. 

Member Tyler Macallister said any of the three 
candidates would be a good pick with Marot being 
more polished and Brodo possessing local knowledge. 
Macallister also appreciated Brodo’s service to the 
country. He went on to say that Brodo had done work on 
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we'd be crazy not to grab him.” 

While Macallister preferred Brodo, he said that 
whoever got the job they would sit down with to discuss 
their role in the bigger picture. He hoped that, if Marot 
was ultimately selected, he would work with Brodo to 
bring him up to the next level. Collyer agreed, saying a 
mentoring role is needed. 


Projects Set Back by Storm 

Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission

John Rockwell may be sailing abroad, but that 
isn’t stopping the chairman of the Marion Open Space 
Acquisition Commission from connecting for scheduled 
public meetings via a Zoom connection. 

When MOSAC connects online Thursday, 
December 2, the commission will be looking to produce 
a representative to the town’s Community Preservation 
Committee. 

In the meantime, the commission’s November 4 
meeting addressed a few lingering project-related matters 
made slower by the massive cleanup in the wake of the 
late-October storm that knocked the power out of the vast 
majority of businesses and residences. 

Rockwell said that MOSAC has funds to finance 
clearing of the first 1,000 feet of the Point Road Path, but 
a discussion with Jody Dickerson of the Department of 
Public Works painted a bleak picture. 

“All the tree-clearing, brush-clearing people sort 
of have their hands full so it’s not realistic to have the 
DPW involved any time soon,” said Rockwell, referring to 
a town-wide clean-up effort. 

The answer for now is for MOSAC to turn its 
attention to private enterprise to hire out clean-up help 
for the month of December and then proceed on a month- 
by-month basis. Rockwell figured that perhaps December 
might allow the committee to see the second thousand 
feet of the path also staked out. 

Another area affected by storm debris is the 
Great Swamp Area off Joanne Drive, where Rockwell 
says G.A.F. Engineering was working on design and 
permitting for the fire road improvement. 

“The trees are so bad that, until that road is 
improved, they’re not going to get any equipment back 
there,” he said. “David Jenney was kind enough to 
volunteer to do it, and it’s all a mess again. ... Most of our 
maintenance meetings now are just getting trees cleared.” 

MOSAC member Amanda Chace agreed that the 
committee’s projects are “at the back of a very long line in 
terms of getting stuff cleared.” 

Rockwell also alluded to a meeting with 
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Dickerson at Grassi Bog where cutting has been needed. 
“I hope we don’t have any more storms so DPW can catch 
up,” he said. 

One place where Rockwell was able to report 
progress was in MOSAC’s new Open Space Map. Noting 
his “obscure” colors, Rockwell acknowledged his map- 
design shortcomings in good humor. 

“The master mapmaker at the Buzzards Bay 
National Estuary Program has also pointed out to me on 
more than one occasion my maps are terrible,” he said. 

So Rockwell requested the National Estuary 
Program map designer remake her 2016 map with 2021 
data that Rockwell furnished. MOSAC members much 
prefer that map, and Rockwell said that Town Planner / 
Conservation Agent Doug Guey Lee told him a large 
printer would only need an ink cartridge on back order to 
produce the new map. 

MOSAC’s next meeting is scheduled for 
Thursday, December 2, at 7:00 pm via Zoom. 


Student Awards to Be Decided with TLC 
Marion Scholarship Committee

The Marion Scholarship Committee has applied 
the final touches to its annual application form that will 
become available in local high schools before Christmas 
vacation. 

The committee met via Zoom on Monday to 
discuss any wrinkles and solve any questions except 
the one anyone would want to know: How many 
scholarships are available and for how much money? 

Unfortunately for all stakeholders, the answer to 
that question does not emerge until after the committee 
receives the pool of applicants and pours through each 
and every one with intense care. 

“We are in the situation where we have to wait 
and see how much money we have,” explained Marthe 
Soden, the chair of the committee.

“People have been very generous,” said Soden. 
“This is not a good economic time, (but) people have been 
super, for which we are all extremely grateful.”

Belfast. Starring Caitriona Balfe and Ciaran Hinds. 
Directed by Kenneth Branagh. Running time: 97 
minutes. MPAA rating: PG-13. Now playing in 
theaters. 

In his autobiographical film Belfast, writer- 
director Kenneth Branagh has a lot to say about the 
transporting power of movies, Star Trek, and the 
loveliness of a smart girl in one’s classroom. The movie 
is filmed in nostalgic black and white except for the 
opening and closing images and whenever we get a 
peek at whatever movie is playing at the cinema when 
the young hero Buddy (Jude Hill) is brought there. 
One such trip finds Buddy and his family taking in 
Chitty Chitty Bang Bang, and the effect of the flying car 
swooping off a cliff and into the oceanside air makes 
everyone lean forward in their seats. In his own films 
since 1989, Branagh has chased that intoxicating mix of 
awe and engagement, and has sometimes caught it. But 
he doesn’t do it here. 

As it happens, Belfast — told through the 
eyes of nine-year-old Buddy — has little to say about 
Belfast. It seems a humble place where everyone 
knows each other; a chorus of chipper voices alert 
Buddy when his Ma (Caitriona Balfe) calls him in for 
tea. But it’s also a place increasingly riven by tensions 
between Protestants and Catholics; Buddy and his 
family are the former, and his Pa (Jamie Dornan) is 
under pressure from local louts to take a (violent) stand 
against the latter. Pa has also been offered work, and 
a better house, in England. Ma doesn’t want to leave. 
After all, their lives are in Belfast, as well as Buddy’s 
grandmother (Judi Dench) and ailing grandfather 
(Ciaran Hinds). 

What the place doesn’t have is specificity; 
some of the movie was actually filmed in Belfast, but 
it might as well be a backlot. Branagh is competing 
here with some heavy hitters even in relatively recent 
years — say, Neil Jordan’s The Butcher Boy (1997) or 
Alan Parker’s Angela’s Ashes (1999). Those films (and 
the books they came from) found unstable comedy 
or unbearable tragedy — on occasion both at once — 
in the traumas of the Irish childhoods in which they 
immersed us. Branagh’s Belfast feels lightweight other 








than the early set-piece of rioters’ chaos, which in itself 
just seems like an event to get our attention quickly. 
That attention soon dissipates when we’ re asked to 
focus on tribulations not particular to the Troubles — 
the father running afoul of the tax man; Buddy trying 
to get his maths grades up so he can sit next to his 
beloved. 

Branagh may be saying that despite the unique 
clashes of Belfast, it was largely peopled by folks 
who worried about the same things most of us do (in 
addition to fretting about being in the wrong place 
when the bricks flew). But if we go to Belfast hoping for 
insight into how a little Belfast lad went on to glory in 
theater and film, eventually being knighted, we may 
leave empty-handed. About the only hints of Branagh’s 
future endeavors are a quick shot of an Agatha 
Christie novel and an eye-rolling bit with Buddy 
leafing through an issue of Thor (Branagh has directed 
movies in both universes). The theme song from High 
Noon seems to cast a longer shadow over Branagh’s 
memories than Shakespeare. 

I wasn’t hoping for Easter eggs here — more 
like elements that would have made this resound as 
Branagh’s Belfast rather than anyone’s Belfast. The 
incidents here, including a sequence in which Buddy 
nicks a box of washing powder from a store in the 
throes of looting, feel remote and anodyne. To us, 
the wrestling over whether to leave the increasingly 
explosive Belfast isn’t a struggle at all — get the hell 
out. Instead of making us mourn the city, Branagh 
resorts to making us mourn for poor old Judi Dench 
left on her own. Aside from a charming little dance 
between her and Ciaran Hinds, Dench is kept too 
steadily in the background to embody the land, its 
joys and discontents. But Caitriona Balfe takes over, 
as mothers in Irish tales often do, and it’s she whose 
sadness makes the strongest case for the continuity of 
place. All Branagh can do is make us yearn for a time 
when a poverty-stricken family of five could still afford 
a matinee show.
